6, 1978 
NWill of the Gods ~ a View of cur World frem Space 
by H. Paul Shuch, N6TK 


The simultaneous emergence of the Microwave and Aerospace tech=- 
nologies has brought Space Communications out of the realm of scien 
fictien, and into our daily lives — all in less than a generation, 
It's no secret that radio amateurs have played a prominent role in 
this technological revolution. 

Paul has been intimately involved in the development of both ama 
teur and commercial microwave Space Communications systems. In | 
this fifty minute illustrated lecture, he traces the emergence of — 
satellite systems to monitor the earth's weather, resources and 
environment. Much of the presentation focuses on the design and 
fabrication of receiver systems to recover signals from space, 
Throughout the talk, emphasis is placed on identifying those micro; 
wave receiving techniques which were first developed by radio ama~ 
teurs, and relating industrial and government practices to those 
currently employed by readio amateurs in microwave experimentation, 


“Will of the Gods" is illustrated by 80 color transparancies 
showing details of satellite systems and ground receiving stations 
including dozens of satellite downlink images of. the earth's sur~
